Preacher SetH Fire To Manuscripts and 


Home IN Ignited. 


Carrick, Pa., Oct. 23.—The Rev. Dr. 


Austin H. Jolly, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of this place, had 
never once been accused of preaching 
dry sermons during the twenty-five 
years of his pastorate. But the fact 
that his sermons were "dry" almost 
cost him his house and contents, which 
narrowly escaped destruction by fire. 


Dr. Jolly has accepted the presidency 


of the Mary Holmes college for Girls, 
at West Point, Miss., and was getting 
ready to move to that place. He had 
saved all the sermons of the twenty- 
five years and decided to burn them. 
There was a great accumulation of 
sermons—2000 of them-^-and he plac- 
ed them all in a pile out in the back 
yard and applied a match. 


The sermons burned like tinder, and 


soon the fire got beyond the pastor's 
control. One corner of the house took 
fire, and the leal fire department had 
to be called out to sa\>e the building.

and at all times courteous to the

Nearly all of his time 


is spent in reading and writing. Mem- 
bers of the family call every day and 
on two or three occasions Rev. John 
Faville, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church, of which Dougherty was 
a member, has called to see the pris- 
oner. 


This morning Sheriff Potter indig- 


nantly denied the statement of a morn- 
ing paper to the effect that a gymna.- 
sium had been fitted up in Dougher- 
ty's cell. "The boxing'gloves and In- 
d'ian clubs spoken of in the article are 
all in the reporter's eye," said the sher- 
iff. 
''I'm getting rather tired of hav- 


ing wild yarns purporting to come from 
the jail printed in the paper in ques- 
tion. 
Not long ago the same paper 


printed a statement about the prisoners 
being in revolt because Dougherty was 
allowed to purchase his meals.

History of Case. 


The special plea in bar declares that 


the Fifty-eighth congress of the United 
States passed a resolution directing1 the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
investigate the ca.uses of low prices 
in beef cattle and the alleged unusually 
large margin between cattle prices and 
the cost of dressed meat to the con- 
sumer. The secretary directed the com-- 
missioner of corporations • to make .a 
diligent investigation, which, it is al- 
leged in the plea, .he did.

ing his wife and five guests were safely 
out of the mansion the governor devot- 
ed himself to saving the portraits of 
his predecessors in office, pending the 
arrival of firemen. The fire is believ- 
ed to have started from a flue in the 
hallway. 
After more than an hour's 


labor the fire was extinguished. 


Its Cost. 


The mansion was erected in 1872 at 


a cost of $75,000. Since then frequent 
appropriations have been made by the 
legislature and the improvements and 
furnishings have cost $75,000 more. The 
loss is fully covered by insurance.

March, 1903, at a time. when, the bank- 
ing laws of the state were not in force 
and many persons took advantage of 
this fact to organize banks with small 
cash capital. .These institutions were 
known as interregnum banks and it is 
this class that the trust company be- 
longs. 
, 


With just $2,500 in its vaults 
the 


United Bank ^nd Trust company start- 
ed in business and sent out solicitors 
to induce people of modest means'to 
invest in the stock. 
To 
make 
the 


prospect more alluring it was held out 
to the prospective purchasers that the 
bank would engage In the real estate 
business. 
The' directors of -the com- 


pany afterward were forced by the 
bank commission to -conduct the real 
estate business entirely separate from 
the banking operations. 


The paid in capital of the corpora- 


tion, according to its president. F. N. 
Myers, is $212.875, but the commission- 
ers say it is little more than $50,000.

ly exceed the amount of their salaries.

Colored Men Engage in Dispute—Bul- 


let Kills One. ' 


Danville, Oct. 22—William Moon, a 


..egro laborer, emploveu in the Mc- 
Arthur Bros.'- construction camp near 
his city, shot and killed Arthur Wal- 
dron, o-nother negro laborer employed 
n the same camp,1 with a 38 Smith & 
Wesson revolver at 12:20 o'clock on 
Fiiday afternoon. 
Moon succeeded in 


nakmg his escape, although a large 
'orce of officers were sent in pursuit. 


The killing resulted trom a quarrel 


which took place among a quartette 
ol negro laborers aust after the men 
at the camp had eaten their dinners. 
The men were some distance awzy 
from the mess tent when the quariel 
ensued which resulted in the rnurdc.r. 
Moon shot Waldron through the head. 
The murdered man fell and death ra- 
hulted instantly. 
When Waldron fell to the ground, 


Moon ran over the hill just back uf 
th'e camp ana was soon lost from sight. 
The men at the camp who heard the 
pistol shot did not make any effort 
to oatch the fleeing- murderer, but tel- 
eohoned to the city and notified the 
coroner, the sheriff and the chief of 
police.
